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Expanded Visitor Center Is 
Among Changes at Goddard

A major focus this year of the 
Greenbelt City Council’s annual 
worksession with representatives 
of the Goddard Space Flight 
Center (NASA) was the future 
expansion of its Visitor Center. 
At the meeting on December 6 
in the Council Chamber Kristi 
Brown, Goddard’s deputy chief 
of the Office of Public Affairs, 
detailed the expansion currently 
projected for that facility. 

Although a sidebar to the 
agency’s primary mission, this 
center and the changes she de- 
scribed appeared particularly to 
engage her council audience. 
Such changes, however, as other 
speakers suggested, will be only 
one among other alterations with- 
in the Goddard campus. 

According to Brown’s account, 
the 13,500-square foot Visitor 
Center hosts some 40,000 persons 
a year, mostly students from Bal- 
timore, Prince George’s County 
and the District of Columbia. 
Now aging, the Center will re- 
quire significant investments, she 
said. 

Several program additions are 
attracting national and local at- 
tention, Brown added. A travel- 
ing exhibit, the GeoDome, now 


highlights the agency’s mission. 
Programs at the Goddard facility 
include a Family Science Night 
on the second Thursday of each 
month, a Sunday Experiment on 
each third Sunday and another 
program called Science on a 
Sphere. 

With a now aging staff of 
scientists, technologists and en- 
gineers since its beginnings in 
1959, the agency looks to devel- 
Op a new generation of potential 
employees. It hopes as well to 
build an informed and support- 
ive society of citizen advocates. 
In this regard, Brown said, the 
Visitor Center can become an in- 
spirational resource for teachers, 
students and families. 

New Acronym 

These goals have resulted in 
a new acronym — SEEC (Sci- 
ence, Exploration and Education 
Center). From a working group 
formed in 2006, the SEEC organ- 
ization has developed including 
representatives of such entities 
as the National Air and Space 
Museum, the Maryland Science 
Center, the Space Telescope Sci- 


ence Institute, Port Discovery and 


See NASA, page 6 


Background Checks Needed 
For Contribution Groups

For around 20 years, by Mary- 
land state law, all government 
agencies utilizing paid or volun- 
teer services for work with chil- 
dren require a federal and state 
fingerprint background check as 
a condition of that service. The 
Greenbelt Recreation Department 
has followed this practice for all 
employees and volunteers aged 
18 years or older. 

Volunteers associated with 
various Contribution Groups, 
however, are not required by 
the State legislation to undergo 
background checks. To address 
this lack the city’s Park and Rec- 
reation Advisory Board (PRAB) 
has considered and supports a 
proposal by Co-acting Director 
of Recreation Joe McNeal that 
recommends as a condition of 
eligibility for city funding of a 
Contribution Group, that all vol- 
unteers serving in such groups 
that work with youth under age 
18 be required to submit annually 
to background checks. 

The proposal is consistent with 
recommendations of the National 
Recreation and Parks Association 
and the Maryland Recreation and 
Parks Association, both of which 
encourage background checks 
for all volunteers working with 
children. 

This item was on the consent 
agenda for the Greenbelt City 


Council meeting of January 10, 
meaning it would be approved 
in a blanket fashion along with 
other items that councilmembers 
believed did not merit discussion 
beforehand. Councilmember Leta 
Mach asked to remove this item 
from the consent agenda, how- 
ever, because she thought that if 
Contribution Group volunteers 
should have background checks, 
so should volunteers for so-called 
Recognition Groups. 

Both Recognition Groups and 
Contribution Groups are granted 
privileges such as free use of city 
space, inclusion in city recreation 
listings, use of city equipment 
and eligibility to conduct fund- 
raising activities at city functions. 
After one year a Recognition 
Group may apply for city funding 
as a Contribution Group. 

Council discussed the cost of 
the annual background checks, 
which would be borne by the 
individual or the group, not the 
city. Groups applying to be 
recognized by the city submit an 
affidavit that checks, as required, 
have been done on all members. 

Council decided to approve 
the proposal for background 
checks on members of Contribu- 
tion Groups and to refer back to 
PRAB for evaluation the question 
concerning similar checks on 
Recognition Group members. 


City Council Agrees to Revised 
Local Bus Routes and Schedules 


Although bus routes serving 
Greenbelt were revised effec- 
tive December 20 (see the News 
Review, December 16, page 
1), changes have already been 
proposed. The Greenbelt City 
Council asked the Washington- 
Metropolitan Area Transit Au- 
thority (WMATA) and the Prince 
George’s County Department of 
Public Works and Transportation 
(DPW&T) to address disparities 
between the schedules of the new 
Metrobus G12 route and TheBus 
Route 11 service. 

In response, staff from WMA- 
TA, DPW&T and the City of 
Greenbelt met on December 28 
and developed a modified sched- 
ule for TheBus Route 11 to coor- 
dinate with Metrobus G12. The 
county has asked for support 
from the City of Greenbelt on the 
proposed changes, which were 
a topic of discussion by council 
at its regular meeting on Janu- 
ary 10.

Proposed Changes 

The county proposes a revi- 
sion to the timetable for TheBus 
Route 11 so that it runs 18 and 
48 minutes after the hour in- 
stead of on the hour and the half 
hour as in the previous timetable. 
This change would provide bet- 
ter coordination of TheBus 11 
service with Metro’s G12 line, 
which runs three and 33 minutes 
after the hour. 

In addition, in order to address 
concerns that TheBus 11 service 
to the Greenbelt Metro Station is 
not early enough, the county pro- 
poses to revise service to begin at 
5:18 a.m. instead of the current 6 
a.m. TheBus should then arrive 
at the Metro station as early as 
6 a.m. instead of 6:48 a.m. as it 
does now. 

A third change is that the 
run time for TheBus 11 would 
be reduced from 48 minutes to 
42 minutes, which would ad- 
dress some concerns expressed 


by members of TRU-G (Transit 
Riders United — Greenbelt) on 
its listserv. 

DPW&T staff is also looking 
at adding stops to TheBus 15X 
route at Aerospace Drive and 
Hubble Drive and at the Social 
Security Administration building 
and possibly also at Greenway 
Center, if safety concerns over 
the designated right-turn lane 
can be overcome. Councilmem- 
bers supported these changes but 
cautioned that adding too many 
stops to an express route would 
diminish the effectiveness of the 
express feature. 

TRU-G Response 

Terri Hruby, Greenbelt’s as- 
sistant planning director, reported 
to council that TRU-G had met 
to consider the proposed chang- 
es, which all members present 
at the meeting supported. TRU- 
G asked that the county have

Greenbelt Police Give TGIFridays 
Good Report; Council Is Pleased 


At a Greenbelt City Council 
worksession held with TGIFri- 
days on December 15, the res- 
taurant was given a satisfactory 
report by the Greenbelt Police 
Department on its efforts to re- 
duce unwanted activities at its 
Greenbelt Road location. In 
response, council approved reduc- 
ing its oversight of the business. 

Representing TGIFridays were 
Douglas Meister, attorney; Robert 
Safford, regional manager; John 
Faison, general manager; and 
Brenda Branch, chief operating 
officer. The entire council at- 
tended. 

Mayor Judith Davis catego- 
rized previous problems at the 
restaurant as fighting, verbal dis- 
putes, lost property and theft 
from vehicles. 

Lt. Carl Schinner, accompa- 
nied by Sgt. Marie Triesky, com- 
mander of the team working with 
TGIFridays, summarized monthly 
activities since March 2010, when 
council requested the department 
hold regular dialogue with the 
restaurant. 

The report noted that the first 
meeting between management and 
the police department was held 
on June 2, at which time several 
ideas were discussed in order to 
enhance security in and around 
the restaurant. These measures 
included more monitoring of the 
parking lot, training for employees 
on the state liquor laws, increasing 
the number of officers hired to as- 
sist with crowd control on theme

nights and the use of a mystery 
shopper to ensure employees are 
checking identification before 
serving alcohol. 

According to the report, res- 
taurant management has been 
responsive to all requests and 
suggestions for measures to im- 
prove security. It concluded that 
“there is a strong partnership be- 
tween the police department and 
TGIFridays” and recommended 
that formal meetings and monthly 
reporting be suspended. 

Council questioned Schinner 
and the TGIFridays representa- 
tives after the report was read. 
When Councilmember Edward 
Putens asked for opinions about 
what might happen in the next 
six months, he was told that 
TGIFridays would “keep going 
on the two-way street” they had 
established with the police. 

Management also reported 
they were planning for more se- 


curity for events that draw large 
crowds, such as certain sporting 
events. 

Mayor Davis asked about 
complaints from Capitol Cadil- 
lac, a nearby business that had 
complained in the past of damage 
to vehicles on their lot. She was 
reassured there were no further 
problems. 

Davis then asked about cus- 
tomers who had been the source 
of trouble. They had been identi- 
fied, she was told, and had been 
asked to leave when they entered 
the restaurant. 

Davis concluded that council 
wanted to continue monthly re- 
ports but would allow a decrease 
in the number of face-to-face 
meetings. She said this was “not 
punishment” but that council 
would watch the reported trends. 
TGIFridays management suggest- 
ed quarterly face-to-face meet- 
ings, to which council agreed.

Rated Tops in the Nation 


For the third year in a row, 
the Maryland public school 
system tops the list of state 
systems evaluated by Educa- 
tion Week, the nation’s lead- 
ing education newspaper. The 
publication has looked at data 
in six critical categories over 
the past three years. 

Responding to this good 
news, Maryland Congressman 
Steny H. Hoyer released the

she said, “‘and I’d like to thank 
the staff of the Maryland 
State Department of Educa- 
tion, members of the Maryland 
State Board of Education and 
local system superintendents, 
administrators and teachers 
for continuing their focus on 
student achievement.” 

Most of the state-level data 
gathered by Education Week 
comes from a policy survey 
of the states conducted in the 
summer and fall of 2010. In 
addition, the publication draws 
on data from such organiza- 
tions as the U.S. Department 
of Education, U.S. Bureau of 
the Census and the American 
Federation of Teachers. 

Categories 

Topping the rankings was 
the category of Transitions and 
Alignment, in which Maryland 
tied for first in the nation with 
an A grade. This category in- 
cludes early childhood educa- 
tion, college readiness policies 
and workforce policies. 

In three categories Mary- 
land received a B+ grade. 
These include Chance for 
Success, which includes such 
factors as parental educa- 
tion, family income, student 
performance and graduation 
rates; School Finance, based 
on school funding and equity 
in finance; and Standards, As- 
sessments and Accountability 
(2010 data) in recognition of 
Maryland’s long history of 
high standards and detailed 
statewide accountability pro- 
grams. 

In only one category, K-12 
Achievement, Maryland re- 
ceived a B- grade. This cate- 
gory includes National Assess- 
ment of Educational Progress 
(NAEP) scores and an analysis 
of achievement gaps. This 
grade ranked third in the na- 
tion. 

Maryland ranked fifth in 
the nation with a B grade on 
the quality of the teaching 
profession.

all NASA Visitor Centers. 

During 2010 a feasibility study 
and master plan have been de- 
veloped, a project manager hired 
and a SEEC education committee 
formed. The enlarged facility 1s 
projected to host some 330,000 
visitors within three years of its 
targeted opening in 2016. A $7 
million annual operating budget 
is also projected, Brown said. 
Construction costs are estimated 
at $170 million, including a $20 
million endowment. 

Her presentation followed 
that of Goddard’s Deputy Direc- 
tor Rick Obenshain, who had 
set forth a general overview of 
what has been learned since the 
space agency began with its first 
field center on January 1, 1959. 
Greenbelt’s Goddard facility, he 
noted, is now one of five space 
flight centers. The others are 
in Virginia, West Virginia, New 
York and New Mexico. 

The Greenbelt workforce now 
includes 9,100 persons, of whom 
3,400 are civil servants and 5,700 
are contractors, Obenshain said. 

Since 1974 more than 200 
space missions have been sent 
into space, according to Oben- 
shain. Five of these have been 
repair missions. Currently NASA 
is building the James Webb tele- 
scope and a project to evaluate 
the big bang theory. 

Currently three weather satel- 
lites are in orbit, Obenshain said. 
He described as “absolutely in- 
credible” the future possibilities 
for predicting storms, such as 
hurricanes and tornadoes. Other 
missions, he said, will measure 
the melting of the arctic ice pack. 

Other Solar Systems 

What about our solar system 
and those beyond our sun and 
its planets? NASA is involved 
in studying the atmosphere of 
Mars. “In some ways we know 
more about Mars than about the 
moon,” Obenshain said. Other 
areas of research involve what is 
called “dark energy” and black 
holes. A new inquiry is looking 
at planets recently discovered and 
the possibility of others around 
distant stars in the universe. 

Closer to home, the Goddard 
staff are recycling computers, 
repairing them to be offered to 
nearby schools. On May 14 next 
year — a Saturday — the Goddard 
facility will host an open house 
for some 800 middle school chil- 
dren. 

At this point Greenbelt Mayor 
Judith Davis asked whether the 
federal budget is enough — she 
was speaking about the Goddard 
facility. “We will be as well off 
as any other section of NASA” 
was the response. 

Davis then added that our 
federal representatives, Congress- 
man Steny Hoyer and Senators 
Barbara Mikulski and Benjamin 
Cardin “have your backs.” 

Tom Paprocki, director of 
management operations for the 
agency, responded that the major- 
ity of the people who work for 
Goddard are, in fact, Maryland 
residents. A large majority of 
student interns come from Elea- 
nor Roosevelt High School, he 
added. But Goddard staff work 
with some 20 schools in the area, 


al 





including Montgomery Blair High 
School in Montgomery County. 

Poprocki then went on to de- 
scribe a number of changes to 
the campus. Fencing around the 
perimeter has been replaced, he 
said, and the main gate is being 
updated and will reopen on Janu- 
ary 3. He described NASA as 
“the largest holder of real prop- 
erty in any federal agency. But 
it is aging,” he said. 

Currently a new shipping and 
receiving building is under con- 
struction off Soil Conservation 
Road. The idea is to relocate 
such facilities to the perimeter of 
the campus, he said. 

Presently the occupants of 
Building 26 — “the old science 
building” — are being moved 
out, he added. The building will 
be gutted and rehabilitated. Ma- 
terials that can be used “in the 
future,” he said, will be saved. 
He mentioned, as examples, win- 
dows and doors. 

The meeting concluded with 
discussion of proposed bikeways 
between the Greenbelt town cen- 
ter and possible routes over the 
Baltimore-Washington Parkway to 
the NASA gateway. 
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someone ride the routes during 
rush hour to assure they are prop- 
erly timed. In response, Hruby 
told council that county represen- 
tatives say they have evaluated 
the running times for TheBus 11 
and will make changes to certain 
sections of the route. 

They also are working with 
WMATA, she said, to address 
problems with the NextBus sys- 
tem, which is supposed to inform 
riders when the next bus should 
arrive. TRU-G members say the 
system is not working satisfac- 
torily. 

Hruby said there will be no 
public hearing, as these changes 
are minor. She said the city 
could post schedules in bus shel- 
ters but she is not aware of plans 
by either WMATA or DPW&T to 
post schedules at stops. 

Council Concerns 

More than one councilmember 
noted problems with bus signage 
and with improper destinations 
listed at the end of the line, mak- 
ing it difficult for riders to find 
their bus. It was also noted that 
sometimes a bus says “Not in 
Service” when it actually is. 

Councilmember Emmett Jor- 


dan asked that the route finder 
option on WMATA’s website 
change “Greenbelt Center” as a 
destination to “Roosevelt Center.” 
He also was concerned that peo- 
ple in Greenbelt East now have 
less service to the New Carrollton 
Metro Station. 

He asked if a Saturday sched- 
ule, instead of a Sunday one, 
could be used over holidays, not- 
ing that over the Christmas and 
New Year’s weekends, there had 
been very limited bus service for 
several days. 

Hruby said in her agenda 
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comments that county staff has 
indicated a desire to keep lines of 
communication open so reason- 
able requests about bus service 
can be considered in a timely 
manner. Major changes or con- 
cerns will be part of the discus- 
sion between concerned entities at 
quarterly reviews, she said. 

Council voted unanimously 
to support the proposed changes 
to TheBus Route 11 and addi- 
tional stops for the 15X route and 
to express a desire to continue 
to evaluate other potential new 
Stops.

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Governor O’Malley Holds Forums 
Focusing on Future of the State 


In preparation for his second 
term, Governor Martin O’Malley 
announced just before the holi- 
days that he would conduct a se- 
ries of five “Maryland Forward” 
forums to develop strategies for 
the O’Malley-Brown administra- 
tion’s second term. He hoped 
they would generate actions and 
recommendations in support of 
their strategic goals, he said. 

The governor subsequently led 
off the series with a forum at the 
National Institute of Standards 
and Technology in Gaithersburg 
on Monday, December 20 on the 
topic of “Jobs and the Economy.” 
And on January 3 he hosted the 
second forum, on “Skills and 
Education,” held at Bowie State 
University. 

Of interest to Greenbelt, on 
Friday, January 7, Lt. Governor 
Anthony Brown hosted the third 
forum, on “Sustainability,” at the 
Chesapeake College in Wye Mills 
on Maryland’s Eastern Shore. 
Discussion topics at this forum 
included Smart Growth, Bay 
Restoration, Clean Energy/Ch- 
mate Change and Resource Based 
Industries. 

Coming out of the discussion 
sessions were several recommen- 
dations: 

¢ To continue to increase Bay 
restoration efforts with Mary- 
land’s Watershed Implementation 
Plan to help assure that Maryland 
achieves its Bay restoration goals 
(required by the U.S. Environ- 
mental Protection Agency) by 
2020. 

¢ To pursue aggressively the 
development of offshore wind 
generation as a clean energy solu- 
tion as well as an avenue for cre- 
ation of “green” jobs in the state. 

¢ To increase support for 
development projects in transit- 
oriented, sustainable communities 
through funding, financing, tax 
credits, other incentives and con- 
tinued promotion of public transit 
ridership. 

¢ To develop new policies 
and programs providing economic 
incentives for rural landowners, 
including farmers, to conserve, 
rather than develop their land; to 
develop new programs to support 
environmentally-friendly resource- 
based industries, including sustain- 
able agriculture and forestry, aqua- 
culture and nature-based tourism.

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Of Skating and Sledding 


It’s been a long time since there 
has been skating on Greenbelt 
Lake. Whether it’s global warm- 
ing or a temporary climate change 
or just not the right confluence of 
weather elements, it hasn’t hap- 
pened recently. Even in the old 
days (for me the 1960s) ice-skating 
on the lake was a rare event. 

First, there had to be a long 
freeze. It’s not enough that the 
lake 1s ice covered. The ice must 
be thick enough all over the lake 
to support a crowd of people. To 
be safe, the ice should be able to 
even hold up an automobile. 

But thick ice is not enough. 
During the freezing process there 
must not be a major snow event. 
The ice must be smooth for good 
skating. Snow is the enemy, al- 
though if there is not too much, 
an ice rink can be shoveled out 
for skating by ambitious young 
men and women. 

On the rare occasions when 
everything worked out just right, 
usually for no more than a day 
or two, hundreds of Greenbelters 
would show up to skate. You 
could skate all over the 13-acre 
lake. Because of school and 
work, skating often took place at 
night. Those who come from the 
north know that there is nothing 
quite like skating upon an open 
body of water by the light of the 
moon on a crisp, clear cold night. 
That’s the way it used to be in 
Greenbelt. 

When there was skating, there 
would be a blazing bonfire on 
the shore of Buddy Attick Park. 
Skaters would gather there to 
warm themselves and use the 
lights to fix any problems they 
might have with their skates. The 
city would supply the firewood. 
If it didn’t, there would still be a 
bonfire but the picnic tables and 
who knows what else might be 
the source of combustion. 

Worry 

I, as city manager then, and 
most particularly the recreation di- 
rector would worry about whether 
or not it was really safe for skat- 
ing. Even in the coldest of times, 
there would be spots along the 
shoreline where springs emanated 
from the ground to prevent the 
formation of ice. These were in 
shallow water areas, so did not 
pose too great a risk. Other areas 
did not freeze either because water 
birds kept the water circulating or 
because of the proximity to the 
dam. Those areas posed greater 
concerns to us. Public Works 
would place traffic cones to warn 
people away from them. 

But the greatest concern was 
that the ice be thick enough. To 
my knowledge, no one has ever 
drowned in Greenbelt Lake by 
falling through the ice, although 
there have been other drown- 
ings. But to have someone drown 
would be a horrific tragedy and 
something we wished to prevent 
if at all possible. Thin ice can be 
dangerously deceptive. 

When the lake became real- 
ly frozen, Recreation or Public 
Works personnel would go out 
on the ice when it appeared to be 
safe to measure its thickness. If 
it wasn’t thick enough, something 
like six inches was our standard, 
then it was up to the police to 
chase the kids (and adults) off the 
ice. The thicker the ice got, the 
greater the number of defiant resi-

dents and the more pressure we 
got to say skating was OK. 

Sometimes, the judgment of 
city staff was not all that it should 
have been. I did not know until 
much, much later, for example, 
that one Recreation Department 
employee borrowed Buddy At- 
tick’s Jeep. (Buddy was the long- 
time, highly gregarious, well-loved 
Public Works director for whom 
the park is named. He was seen 
all about town driving his little 
yellow jeep with the fabric top in 
winter and open top in summer.) 
The employee drove the Jeep onto 
the frozen lake, ignoring the fact 
that the ice by the shore was often 
thin because of the underground 
springs. The Jeep sank through the 
ice and became mired. Another 
city truck had to tow the Jeep out. 
Buddy didn’t get mad too often, 
but when he did he could cuss a 
blue streak. I suspect one of those 
cussing times occurred then, unbe- 
knownst to me. 

Another time, a recreation di- 
rector came to my office and told 
me that he had checked the lake 
that morning and finally thought it 
was safe for skating. I agreed to 
take a look on my own. It was a 
beautiful, sunny day. By the time 
we reached the lake, the sun had 
done its job and there was a large 
area of open water. I had one 
very embarrassed recreation direc- 
tor with me. 

Snow 

Besides the many problems 
caused by snow making roads 
impassable and preventing the 
easy access of emergency vehicles 
and preventing those needing to 
go someplace from doing so, it 
is a wonderful event, particularly 
for kids. In the original days of 
Greenbelt, I am told that the fa- 
vorite sledding hill was the long 
slope down Crescent Road from 
the 3 Court to Westway. In fact, 
the city at times would refrain 
from plowing that part of the 
street so that the kids could sled 
there. 

This part of the city was called 
by some residents “Holy Hill.” 
In this area some of the original 
homes had basements offering 
extra bedrooms for larger families, 
many of whom were Catholics. 
As a result, there were plenty of 
kids living there in a town that 
boasted 3,000 children. 

The problem was, of course, 
that not every resident was willing 
to be snowed in just so the kids 
could have a play hill. The com-

plaints would build up until the 
city fathers would order the plow 
out to clear the streets. Naturally, 
the snowplow was heavily bom- 
barded with snowballs. 

With the construction of the 
North End and the Defense 
Homes in the early 1940s, an- 
other popular sledding hill became 
the north-facing slope just beyond 
the small park across from the 73 
Court. North-facing slopes are 
always great sledding hills because 
it takes much longer to melt the 
snow without the sun shining 
directly upon it. The problem is 
that hill is on the other side of the 
fence from the city on land of the 
Beltsville Agricultural Research 
Center. To get to it, the kids had 
to make openings in the chain link 
fence, which they did. 

Except for damaging the fence, 
sledding there has never been a 
serious problem. Still, Research 
Center officials have regularly 
complained to the city about any- 
one accessing that portion of the 
farm not only because of the van- 
dalism that occurred but because 
of the possibility of an encounter 
with one of the farm animals be- 
ing researched there. 

While Greenbelt lacks the re-

J. Mather to Speak on Big 
Bang at the Science Café 


On Tuesday, January 18 at 
3:30 p.m. the Eleanor Science 
Café will be the site for a talk 
by Goddard Space Flight Cen- 
ter’s Nobel Prize winning Senior 
Astrophysicist Dr. John Mather, 
whose topics will range from the 
Big Bang to the Nobel Prize and 
on to the James Webb Space Tele- 
scope and the discovery of alien 
life. The lecture is free, open to 
the public and will be held in the 
ERHS cafeteria. 

At 5 p.m. there will be a break 
and live music from the school’s 
quartet along with food and conver- 
sation and then Mather’s presenta- 
tion will be repeated at 6 p.m. 

Mather will tell how people got 
here, how the universe began with 
a Big Bang, how it could have 
produced an Earth where sentient 
beings can live and how those be- 
ings are discovering their history. 

Mather was Project Scientist 
for NASA’s Cosmic Background 
Explorer (COBE) satellite, which 
measured the spectrum (the color) 


of the heat radiation from the 
Big Bang, discovered hot and 
cold spots in that radiation and 
hunted for the first objects that 
formed after the great explosion. 
He will explain Einstein’s biggest 
mistake, show how Edwin Hubble 
discovered the expansion of the 
universe, how the COBE mission 
was built and how the COBE data 
support the Big Bang theory. 
Webb Telescope 

Mather will also show NASA’s 
plans for the next great telescope 
in space, the James Webb Space 
Telescope. It will look even far- 
ther back in time than the Hubble 
Space Telescope and will look in- 
side the dusty cocoons where stars 
and planets are being born today. 

The Webb telescope is capable 
of examining Earth-like planets 
around other stars using the transit 
technique. Future missions may 
even find signs of life. Currently 
planned for launch in 2014, the 
telescope may lead to another No- 
bel Prize for some lucky observer. 


WSSC’s Knox Speaks at Gardening Meeting 


At the next Beltsville Garden 
Club meeting on Wednesday, Jan- 
uary 26 at 7:30 p.m. the speaker 
will be Washington Suburban 
Sanitary Commission (WSSC)

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Crescent ie Offers Salety

The city recently installed a 
crosswalk safety system, now 
operating on Crescent Road at 
St. Hugh’s School. The pedes- 
trian-activated system, called a 
Rectangular Rapid Flash Beacon, 
features high-intensity LED lights 
that flash rapidly in a flickering 
pattern to accent the crosswalk 
equipped with three bollards. 
The city purchased two of these 
devices to stop traffic in both 
directions. The system also comes 
with a recorded verbal message 
informing pedestrians about safe- 
ly crossing the busy intersection. 
The system runs in large part by 
a solar-powered device with bat- 
tery backup. 

The city funded the system 
with $35,000 from the Capital 
Improvement budget and installed 
the system due to growing con- 
cern about pedestrian safety and 
a number of near accidents at this 
heavily-trafficked location.
